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A  TRUE  LATTER-DAY  SAINT 


Some  years  ago,  Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  of  the  Quorum  of  the 
Twelve,  told  audiences  with  whom  he  met  in  touring  the  European  Mis- 
sions of  the  Church,  "I  can  be  happy  living  anywhere  where  there  are 
faithful  members  of  the  Church."  His  testimony  was  that  those  who  were 
faithful  members  of  the  Church  would  have  such  a  love  of  God  and  their 
fellow  men  in  their  hearts  that  they  would  be  the  kind  of  people  with 
whom  he  wanted  to  associate. 

Of  all  peoples,  true  Latter-day  Saints  best  exemplify  the  qualities 
which  Christ  taught.  They  are  honest,  true,  chaste,  benevolent,  virtuous, 
and  do  good  to  all  men.  They  seek  after  those  things  which  are  virtuous, 
lovely,  or  of  good  report,  or  praiseworthy,  as  recited  in  our  13th  article 
of  faith. 

One  who  employs  a  Latter-day  Saint  should  receive  from  his  employee 
better  than  the  required  and  custom  service.  He  should  find  a  "Mormon"  to 
be  dedicated  to  his  work,  honest  to  perfection,  representing  his  employer's 
interests  and  giving  more  than  value  received.  Many  owners  of  large 
businesses  and  companies  prefer  employing  a  member  of  our  Church 
because  of  his  dependability,  trustworthiness,  and  because  that  employer 
knows  he  can  rely  on  what  his  employee  says  to  be  the  truth. 

When  we  misrepresent,  lie,  steal,  cheat,  or  do  any  of  those  things 
which  are  against  the  teaching  of  our  Saviour,  we  are  only  fooling  our- 
selves to  think  we  are  numbered  with  the  Saints  of  God.  We  are  Saints 
in  name  only.  Unless  we  truly  repent  we  will  be  as  the  goats  separated 
from  the  sheep. 

It  has  been  said,  "A  promise  made  is  a  debt  unpaid."  Someone  else 
has  said  that  we  should  seldom  promise,  but  when  we  do,  we  should  not 
rest  until  we  have  fulfilled  that  promise.  What  an  unhappy  experience  it 
is  to  meet  those  who  promise  they  will  meet  an  obligation,  or  do  some- 
thing or  other,  only  to  find  they  made  that  promise  to  gain  an  advantage, 
to  improve  their  lot,  but  no  deep  concern  that  they  meet  their  promise. 
Each  person  must  be  self-reliant  and  pay  his  own  way  through  life.  No 
one  should  "sponge"  on  others.  Each  should  contribute  his  share. 

When  we  borrow  from  someone,  let's  hold  that  obligation  sacred. 
When  we  agree  to  assume  a  given  responsibility,  let's  be  the  kind  of 
people  who  see  it  through.  When  we  give  our  word  to  anyone,  let  that 
word  be  as  good  as  our  bond.  As  we  perfect  our  lives  in  little  things,  so 
will  we  be  able  to  perfect  them  in  greater  things.  As  we  show  greater  love 
and  service  to  our  fellow  men,  we  and  our  Church  will  be  known  as  the 
true  followers  of  the  Master.  May  this  be  our  happy  lot.

EGYPTIAN   PAPYRI 
REDISCOVERED

Perhaps  no  discovery  in  recent 
memory  is  expected  to  arouse  as 
much  widespread  interest  in  the 
restored  gospel  as  is  the  recent  dis- 
covery of  some  Egyptian  papyri,  one 
of  which  is  known  to  have  been 
used  by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith 
in  producing  the  Book  of  Abraham. 

The  papyri,  long  thought  to  have 
been  burned  in  the  Chicago  fire  of 
1871,  were  presented  to  the  Church 
on  November  27,  1967,  in  New 
York  City  by  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art,  more  than  a  year 
after  Dr.  Aziz  S.  Atiya,  former 
director  of  the  University  of  Utah's 
Middle  East  Center,  had  made  his 
startling  discovery  while  browsing 
through  the  New  York  museum's 
papyri  collection. 

Included  in  the  collection  of  11 
manuscripts  is  one  identified  as  the 
original  document  from  which 
Joseph  Smith  obtained  Facsimile  1, 
which  prefaces  the  Book  of  Abra- 
ham in  the  Pearl  of  Great  Price. 
Accompanying  the  manuscripts  was 
a  letter  dated  May  26,  1856,  signed 
by  both  Emma  Smith  Bidamon, 
widow  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith, 
and  their  son,  Joseph  Smith,  attest- 


ing that  the  papyri  had  been  the 
property  of  the  Prophet. 

It  was  also  discovered  that  on  the 
backing  of  three  of  the  manuscripts 
(the  backing  was  pasted  to  the 
fragile  manuscripts,  apparently  by 
the  Prophet  Joseph,  to  give  them 
firm  support)  are  some  jottings, 
hand-drawn  maps,  and  apparent 
notations  of  townships  all  thought 
to  be  in  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith's 
handwriting.  Their  importance  or 
revelance  has  not  yet  been  ascer- 
tained but  will  be  of  intense  inter- 
est to  Latter-day  Saint  historians. 

The  collection  of  manuscripts  was 
presented  to  President  N.  Eldon 
Tanner  of  the  First  Presidency  by 
Thomas  P.  G.  Hoving,  director  of 
the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art, 
in  an  impressive  ceremony  held  in 
the  New  York  museum  and  atten- 
ded by  worldwide  news  agencies. 
After  being  displayed  in  the  Church 
offices  in  Salt  Lake  City,  the  manu- 
scripts were  turned  over  to  Dr. 
Hugh  Nibley,  scholar,  linguist  at 
Brigham  Young  University,  and 
contributing  editor  of  the  Improv- 
ment  Era,  for  further  research  and 
study. 
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How   To   Withstand   Social   Pressure

Someday,  sooner  or  later,  somebody  is  going  to  offer  you  a  drink. 
Somebody  will  coax  you  to  try  a  cigarette.  Somebody  will  taunt  you  to 
take  a  "trip."  Somebody  will  strongly  suggest  Sunday  skiing.  Somebody 
will  tempt  you  to  go  off  your  diet.  Somebody  will  jeer  until  you  step  up 
the  car  speed,  or  step  down  to  his  moral  level.  Somebody  will  plead  for 
an  answer  from  you  during  exams.  And  somebody  just  might  scoff  at 
your  devotion  to  God. 

And  what  are  you  going  to  do  about  it? 

Emerson  said,  "It  is  easy  in  the  world  to  live  after  the  world's  opinion; 
it  is  easy  in  solitude  to  live  after  our  own.  But  the  great  man  is  he  who 
in  the  midst  of  the  crowd  keeps  with  perfect  sweetness  the  independence 
of  solitude." 

How  can  you  withstand  the  social  pressures  that  go  against  the  grain 
of  your  social  life?  You  must,  you  know.  Here  are  five  ways  that  work. 

1.  Make  up  your  mind  ahead  of  time. 

Consider  WHY  you  have  the  standards  you  do.  Go  deeper  than 
merely  saying,  "Because  I'm  a  Mormon."  Why  do  Mormons  feel  as  they 
do?  Consider  what  comes  next  if  you  should  succumb  to  the  wrong  kind 
of  social  pressure. 

2.  Have  ready  answers. 

Think  up  clever,  interesting,  fun,  but  firm  things  to  reply  when  given 
an  offer  to  lower  your  standards  in  any  way.  "My  computer  says  NO." 
"But  I  might  break  out  in  a  terrible  rash!"  ".  .  .  .  and  get  grounded  for 
a  week?"  "Does  a  pay  raise  come  with  it?" 

3.  Act  with  confidence. 

You  may  be  nervous  or  embarrassed  or  even  frightened,  but  don't 
let  it  show.  Don't  hesitate.  Just  remember,  everyone  is  NOT  smoking,  or 
racing,  or  petting,  or  cheating  .  .  .  YOU  are  not! 

4.  Change  the  subject. 

Refuse  to  take  such  a  stupid  offer  seriously.  Quickly  move  on  to 
another  subject.  Begin  by  asking,  "In  how  many  languages  can  you  sing 
'Silent  Night'?"  "What  do  you  know  about  the  Mormons?" 

5.  Having  done  all  .   .   .   remember  who  you  are. 

No  matter  how  much  you  are  teased,  tempted,  taunted,  coaxed, 
laughed  at,  or  pleaded  with,  remem- 
ber who  you  are.  Remember  that 
your  Heavenly  Father  loves  you, 
watches  over  you,  and  will  streng- 
then you  when  you  ask  in  faith. 
Read  again  the  inspiring  scripture 
in  Ephesians  6:13-17:  "Wherefore 
take  unto  you  the  whole  armour 
of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to 
withstand  in  the  evil  day,  and  hav- 
ing done  all,  to  stand. 

"Stand  therefore,  having  your 
loins  girt  about  with  truth,  and  hav- 
ing on  the  breastplate  of  righteous- 
ness; 

"And  your  feet  shod  with  the 
preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace; 

"Above  all,  taking  the  shield  of 
faith,  wherewith  ye  shall  be  able  to 
quench  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked. 

"And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword  of  the  spirit,  which 
is  the  word  of  God."

Dear  President  Smith: 

In  our  missionary 
labours  we  are  fre- 
quently being  con- 
fronted with  the 
problem  of  war,  es- 
pecially when  we  be- 
gin presenting  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  Since 
these  people  are  non- 
members,  we  have  to 
base  our  religious 
views  on  the  Bible 
teachings.  We  meet 
many  people  who  be- 
lieve that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  true 
Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  taught  love 
and  goodwill  towards 
all  men,  and  when  we 
go  to  war  we  kill 
and  are  not  fulfil- 
ling the  command- 
ments. If  we  were 
really  Christians, 
they  say,  we  would 
rather  give  our  lives 
than  kill  our  broth- 


ers. We  would  appre- 
ciate an  answer  to 
this  problem. ' ' 


ANSWER:   It  is  true  that  the  Lord 
taught  all  men  everywhere  to   love 
one  another  and  not  go  to  war. 
The  first  commandment   is : 

"Hear  O  Israel :  the  Lord  our 
God  is  one  Lord: 

"And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and 
with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy 
might." 

The  second  commandment  is : 
"Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself." 

This  would  be  an  ideal  world, 
filled  with  righteousness,  if  all  men 
would  keep  these  two  great  com- 
mandments; but  men  have  turned 
away  from  the  true  worship  of  the 
Living  God.  They  do  not  love  their 
neighbour  as  themselves.  Because 
of  this  condition  wickedness  prev- 
ails in  the  earth.  Nations  rise 
against  nations,  and  war  has  plag- 
ued the  earth  from  the  beginning. 
This  condition  will  continue  until 
the  coming  of  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord 
of  lords  and  King  of  kings.  When 
that  day  arrives,  all  who  cannot 
live  in  peace  with  their  neighbours 
and  worship  the  King  of  peace, 
will,  of  necessity,  be  removed.  All 
indications  in  the  world  today  point 
to  the  fact  that  the  day  of  his  com- 
ing is  drawing  near.  He  has  said : 

"For  nation  shall  rise  against 
nation  and  kingdom  against  king- 
dom: and  there  shall  be  famines, 
and  pestilences,  and  earthquakes,  in 
divers  places. 

"All  these  are  the  beginning  of 
sorrows." 

However  the  promises  are  made 
that  when  this  reign  of  peace  shall 
come,  there  shall  be  no  more  war, 
"and  they  shall  beat  their  swords 
into  plowshares,  and  their  spears 
into  pruninghooks :   nation  shall  not 
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lift  up  a  sword  against  nation,  neither  shall  they  learn  war  any  more." 
Our  question  is,  however,  is  there  ever  a  time  when  war,  or  the  taking 
up  of  arms  is  justified? 

Yes,  there  are  such  times.  There  have  been  many  instances  when  the 
Lord  has  justified  the  taking  up  of  arms  and  has  approved  his  people  in 
their  obedience  to  such  action.  When  it  becomes  necessary  for  a  righteous 
people  to  take  arms  against  their  enemies  who  are  the  aggressors,  in  pro- 
tection of  their  lives  and  in  defense  of  their  possessions,  the  Lord  has 
approved.  If  you  will  read  the  scriptures  carefully  you  will  discover  that 
the  Lord  commanded  his  chosen  people  to  prepare  for  war  and  even  to  be 
the  aggressors  in  the  accomplishment  of  his  purposes.  Here  are  a  few 
examples : 

"And  Israel  vowed  a  vow  unto  the  Lord,  and  said,  If  thou  wilt  indeed 
deliver  this  people  into  my  hand,  then  I  will  utterly  destroy  their  cities. 

"And  the  Lord  hearkened  to  the  voice  of  Israel,  and  delivered  up  the 
Canaanites;  and  they  utterly  destroyed  them  and  their  cities:  and  he 
called  the  name  of  the  place  Hormah."  (Num.  21:2-3) 

"And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying : 

"Avenge  the  children  of  Israel  of  the  Midianites;  afterwards  shalt 
thou  be  gathered  unto  thy  people. 

"And  Moses  spake  unto  the  people  saying,  Arm  some  of  yourselves 
unto  the  war,  and  let  them  go  against  the  Midianites,  and  avenge  the 
Lord  of  Midian."  (Num.  31:1-3) 

"When  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  bring  thee  into  the  land  whither  thou 
goest  to  possess  it,  and  hath  cast  out  many  nations  before  thee,  and  the 
Hittites.  and  the  Girgashites,  and  the  Amorites,  and  the  Canaanites,  and 
the  Perizzites,  and  the  Hivites,  and  the  Jebusites,  seven  nations  greater  and 
mightier  than  thou; 

"And  when  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  deiiver  them  before  thee;  thou 
shalt  smite  them,  and  utterly  destroy  them;  thou  shalt  make  no  covenant 
with  them,  nor  shew  mercy  unto  them. 

"Neither  shalt  thou  make  marriages  with  them;  thy  daughter  thou 
shalt  not  give  unto  his  son,  nor  his  daughter  shalt  thou  take  unto  thy 
son."  (Deut.  7:1-3) 

All  through  the  Old  Testament  you  will  find  commandments  which 
were  given  to  Israel  to  go  to  war.  There  were  good  reasons  for  this  which 
may  be  discovered  by  reading  these  parts  of  the  Bible. 

The  Lord  has  always  upheld  a  people  which  righteously  defends  itself 
against  wicked  aggression.  He  has  said  that  he  cleansed  this  American 
continent  by  the  shedding  of  blood  and  justified  the  American  colonists  in 
their  war  of  the  American  Revolution.  Through  Samuel,  the  Lord  com- 
manded Israel  to  make  war  on  Israel's  enemies. 

We  are  taught  that  there  was  war  in  heaven  when  Satan  rebelled  and 
was  driven  out.  We  are  informed  that  Michael  will  fight  the  great  battle 
with  Lucifer  at  the  end  of  the  world,  so  there  are  times  when  war  becomes 
necessary.  We  are  under  commandment  to  obev  the  laws  of  the  countries 
in  which  we  live,  and  many  times  on  this  account  peonle  are  forced  to 
take  un  arms  against  their  wishes,  but  the  Lord  will  justify  them  because 
thev  are  subiect  to  the  law  of  the  country  where  they  live  and  of  necessity 
have  to  obey. 

The  Lord  said  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith: 

"I  have  sworn  in  mv  wrath,  and  decreed  wars  upon  the  face  of  the 
earth,  and  the  wicked  shall  slay  the  wicked,  and  fear  shall  come  upon 
everv  man."  CD  &  C  63:33) 

The  Lord  has  piven  to  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  a  law  bv  which  thev.  as  a  peonle,  are  to  be  governed.  This  is  the 
law  which  would  anoly  to  his  people  in  anv  age  of  the  world. 

"And  a^ain  I  sav  unto  vou.  if  ve  observe  to  do  whatsoever  T  command 
you,  T.  the  Lord,  will  turn  awav  all  wrath  and  indignation  from  you,  and 
the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  you. 
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"Now  I  speak  unto  you  concerning  your  families  —  if  men  will  smite 
you,  or  your  families,  once,  and  ye  bear  it  patiently  and  revile  not  against 
them,  neither  seek  revenge,  ye  shall  be  rewarded; 

"But  if  ye  bear  it  not  patiently,  it  shall  be  accounted  unto  you  as  being 
meted  out  as  a  just  measure  unto  you. 

"And  again,  if  your  enemy,  shall  smite  you  the  second  time,  and  you 
revile  not  against  your  enemy,  and  bear  it  patiently,  your  reward  shall  be 
an  hundred  fold. 

"And  again,  if  he  shall  smite  you  the  third  time,  and  ye  bear  it 
patiently  your  reward  shall  be  doubled  unto  you  four-fold; 

And  these  three  testimonies  shall  stand  against  your  enemy  if  he 
repent  not,  and  shall  not  be  blotted  out. 

"And  now,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  that  enemy  shall  escape  my 
vengeance,  that  he  be  not  brought  into  judgment  before  me,  then  ye  shall 
see  to  it  that  ye  warn  him  in  my  name  that  he  come  no  more  upon  you, 
neither  upon  your  family,  even  your  children's  children  unto  the  third  and 
fourth  generation. 

"And  then,  if  he  shall  come  upon  you  or  your  children,  or  your  chil- 
dren's children  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation,  I  have  delivered 
thine  enemy  into  thine  hands; 

"And  then  if  thou  wilt  spare  him,  thou  shalt  be  rewarded  for  thy 
righteousness;  and  also  thy  children  and  their  children  unto  the  third  and 
fourth  generation. 

"Nevertheless,  thine  enemy  is  in  thine  hands;  and  if  thou  rewardest 
him  according  to  his  works  thou  art  justified;  if  he  has  sought  thy  life,  and 
thy  life  is  endangered  by  him,  thine  enemy  is  in  thine  hands  and  thou 
art  justified. 

"Behold,  this  is  the  law  I  gave  unto  my  servant  Nephi,  and  thy  fathers, 
Joseph,  and  Jacob,  and  Isaac,  and  Abraham,  and  all  mine  ancient  prophets 
and  apostles. 

"And  again,  this  is  the  law  that  I  gave  unto  mine  ancients,  that  they 
should  not  go  out  unto  battle  against  any  nation,  kindred,  tongue,  or 
people,  save  I,  the  Lord,  commanded  them. 

"And  if  any  nation,  tongue,  or  people  should  proclaim  war  aginst 
them,  they  should  first  lift  a  standard  of  peace  unto  that  people,  nation, 
or  tongue: 

"And  if  that  people  did  not  accept  the  offering  of  peace,  neither  the 
second  nor  the  third  time,  they  should  bring  these  testimonies  before  the 
Lord: 

"Then  I,  the  Lord,  would  give  unto  them  a  commandment,  and  justify 
them  in  going  out  to  battle  against  that  nation,  tongue,  or  people. 

"And  I,  the  Lord,  would  fight  their  battles,  and  their  children's  battles, 
and  their  children's  children  until  they  had  avenged  themselves  on  all 
their  enemies,  to  the  third  and  fourth  generation. 

"Behold,  this  is  an  ensample  unto  all  people,  saith  the  Lord  your 
God,  for  justification  before  me."  fD  &  C  98:22-38) 

It  is  no  worse  to  have  our  Eternal  Father  command  us  to  go  to  war 
and  to  destroy  the  lives  of  the  wicked  in  war,  than  it  is  for  him  to  bring 
fire  from  heaven  to  accomplish  the  same  purpose,  as  he  did  on  the  cities 
of  Sodom  and  Gommorrah:  or  to  destroy  cities  as  he  did  by  earthquake 
and  fire  as  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Mormon;  or  to  bring  upon  the  world 
a  flood  to  cleanse  the  earth  of  its  wickedness.  President  John  Taylor  has 
given  us  reasons  for  the  Lord  accomplishing  his  purposes  at  times  in  this 
manner,  in  the  following  words : 

"If  thy  brother,  the  son  of  thy  mother:  or  thy  son,  or  thy  daughter,  or 
the  wife  of  thy  bosom,  or  thy  friend,  which  is  as  thine  own  soul,  entice 
thee  secretly,  saying  let  us  go  and  serve  other  gods,  which  thou  hast  not 
known,  thou,  nor  thy  father: 

"Namely,  of  the  gods  of  the  people  which  are  round  about  vou,  nigh 
unto  thee,  or  far  off  from  thee;  from  the  other  end  of  the  earth;  Thou

On  January  19,  1967,  Captain  Randall  G.  Snow,  United  States  Army, 
died  heroically  while  attempting  to  save  the  lives  of  women  and  children 
held  as  hostages  by  enemy  troops  in  a  cave  in  the  central  highlands  of 
South  Viet  Nam. 

Captain  Snow,  an  infantry  company  commander,  volunteered  for  duty 
in  Viet  Nam  after  service  in  Europe.  When  some  of  his  men  were  wounded 
while  seeking  to  evacuate  hostages,  Captain  Snow  himself  went  into  the 
cave  to  try  to  free  them  and  was  killed  by  enemy  fire. 

Captain  Snow's  departure  from  this  world  was  entirely  consistent  with 
the  way  he  lived  in  it  during  his  short  but  brimful  and  overflowing  26 
years.  His  was  a  balanced  and  productive  life,  marked  by  success  and 
honour  as  a  student,  athlete,  leader,  outstanding  soldier,  and  in  an  unswerv- 
ing devotion  to  God,  to  the  Church,  and  to  his  fellowmen.  At  West  Point, 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1963,  he  was  group  leader  of  the  Latter- 
day  Saint  cadets.  One  closely  connected  with  the  Academy  for  many  years 
wrote  this  of  Rand's  activities  at  the  Point: 

"In  the  four  years  he  was  at  West  Point  we  came  to  know  him  well. 
We  have  never  known  one  of  'our  boys'  who  radiated  so  much  good  or 
inspired  so  much  confidence  as  Rand.  Every  cadet,  and  especially  every 
LDS  cadet,  whose  spirit  needed  bolstering  was  a  better,  stronger  person 


for  having  known  Rand.  His  testimony  and  faith  were  contagious  and  all 
the  more  inspiring  because  they  came  from  a  man  who  was  an  all-round 
person." 

Letter  after  letter  received  by  Captain  Snow's  parents  from  many  parts 
of  the  world  spoke  of  his  unusual  love  for  children  and  of  their  great 
love  for  him,  of  his  deep  religious  conviction,  wholesome  life,  and  selfless 
service. 

Many  choice  LDS  men  have  given  their  lives  in  the  cause  of  freedom. 
Some  of  them  have  received  our  humble  homage  before.  It  is  well  that 
young  members  of  the  Church  and  all  others  who  may  read,  soberly  con- 
sider the  noble  sacrifice  of  Elder  Randall  G.  Snow,  who  gave  his  life  in 
defense  of  freedom  and  in  an  effort  to  preserve  the  lives  of  innocent 
women  and  children.  He  serves  as  an  appropriate  example  of  the  men 
who  lay  their  lives  on  the  altar  that  others  may  live  in  freedom  and  in 
peace.

We  heard  the  phrase  many  times  during  our  stay  in  Palmyra,  until 
this  had  become  our  slogan :   "Let's  keep  the  spirit  of  pageant." 

Three  busloads  of  girls  —  the  majority  of  them  college  students  — 
arrived  at  the  Hill  Cumorah  to  join  Eastern  States  missionaries  in  a  two- 
week  period  of  preparation  for  proselyting  activities  and  rehearsing  for  the 
famed  Mormon  pageant,  America's  Witness  for  Christ. 

When  our  buses  pulled  into  the  little  town  of  Palmyra,  New  York, 
where  once  the  Mormons  were  spurned  and  our  Prophet  mobbed  and 
driven  out,  we  were  greeted  by  huge  banners  strung  across  the  main  street 
in  bold  and  glaring  letters:   "WELCOME,  MORMONS." 

Strange  as  it  may  seem  the  children  and  grandchildren  of  the  early 
persecutors  welcomed  us  into  their  homes,  fed  us,  and  even  promoted  the 
pageant  with  street  banners,  signs  in  their  store  windows,  and  full-page 
spreads  in  their  daily  newsnapers. 

The  LDS  sisters  and  elders  met  in  the  study  grove  at  "the  Hill"  every 
morning  at  nine  o'clock  to  receive  instructions  and  give  extemporaneous 
talks,  recite  scriptures  from  memory,  and  divide  into  study  groups  to  learn 
missionary  lessons. 

And  when  over  three  hundred  elders  and  sisters  crowded  into  the 
Palmyra  Branch  chapel  to  sing  together,  our  voices  must  have  shaken  the 
rafters.  AH  the  brimming  emotion  that  nageant  had  filled  us  with  was 
released  through  singing  "The  Spirit  of  God  like  a  fire  is  burning  .  .  ." 
The  Spirit  did  burn  within  each  heart  with  the  fire  of  the  pageant  message 
—  the  unmatchable  Book  of  Mormon  story.  Never  before  had  I  heard  it 
sung  with  such  vigour  and  such  beauty.  Nor  have  T  since. 
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Dr.   Harold  I.   Hansen,    pag- 
eant  director   and   chairman 
of  the  Dept.  of  Speech  and 
Dramatic  Arts  at  BYU. 


The  experience  we  gained  at  the 
study  grove  was  a  high-light  of  inspir- 
ation and  enlightenment  for  us  all.  Dur- 
ing one  morning  assembly,  an  elder,  a 
Hebrew  convert,  was  called  to  the  stand 
to  bear  his  testimony.  The  big  elder 
stood  reverently  with  his  arms  folded 
tightly  across  his  chest,  while  his  pene- 
trating dark  eyes  scanned  his  audience 
of  faces.  He  looked  at  us  deliberately 
for  a  long  moment,  as  I  waited,  con- 
ditioning my  eardrums  for  an  expected 
increase  in  sound  volume.  His  counten- 
ance was  almost  terrible,  as  if  he  were 
about  to  "spew  us  out  of  his  mouth ! " 
But  when  he  spoke,  it  was  nearly  a 
whisper  —  the  words  even  and  deliber- 
ate. I  caught  myself  leaning  forward 
slightly,  as  were  others,  to  catch  every 
syllable.  We  went  with  him  during  the 
next  few  moments  to  the  land  of  his 
fathers,  down  the  dusty  roads  of  Jeru- 
salem where  another  Jewish  man  had 
walked  and  preached  to  a  stiff-necked 
people  —  God's  covenant  race.  And  we 
learned  anew  that  day,  from  a  humble 
member  of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  what  a 
priceless  privilege  is  ours  to  pray  in  Jesus'  name. 

The  spirit  of  pageant  did  not  come  to  everyone  at  the  same  time  or 
even  in  the  same  way.  To  some,  it  came  through  a  Hebrew  convert's 
testimony;  to  others  through  memorizing  and  repeating  the  missionary 
lessons  over  and  over  again  until  they  felt  they  had  convinced  no  one  but 
themselves.  And  to  others,  it  came  while  standing  in  the  Sacred  Grove, 
gazing  upward  as  far  as  one  could  see  into  the  treetops  —  giant  monu- 
ments, standing  tall  and  impressive,  their  soft,  green  leaves,  and  uplifted 
branches  motionless,  as  though  in  reverence  of  the  holy  event  that  occur- 
red in  that  very  grove  more  than  a  hundred  years  ago. 

To  some,  it  came  through  the  uttered  testim- 
onies of  fellow  pageant  participants  in  the  peace- 
ful quiet  of  the  grove,  penetrated  occasionally  by 
a  bird's  melodious  whistle.  One  morning  a  lovely 
blind  girl  was  led  down  to  the  front  to  add  her 
testimony  to  ours  in  the  Sacred  Grove.  Our  hearts 
went  out  to  her  as  we  watched  her  being  helped 
to  the  platform.  Many  of  us  would  gladly  have 
lent  her  our  own  eyes  to  enable  her  to  enjoy  the 
beauty  of  the  surroundings.  She  must  have  sensed 
our  feelings,  for  her  face  lighted  up  as  she  spoke : 
"Please  do  not  feel  sorry  because  I  am  blind, 
because  today  I  have  so  many,  many  blessings  I 
am  thankful  for.  Brothers  and  sisters,  you  are 
only  blind  when  your  soul  cannot  see,  and  I 
would  rather  remain  blind  than  to  be  as  some, 
who  are  so  blinded  bv  the  things  of  this  world 
that  they  cannot  see  the  beauty  of  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ."  The  testimony  of  the  courageous 
girl,  who  awed  us  with  her  numerous  talents 
throughout  the  pageant,  gave  each  of  us  greater 
incentive  to  sharpen  our  own  vision.

Stanford  Groesbeck  Smith,  55,  145  North 
4th  East,  Bountiful,  a  Regional  Representative  of 
The  Twelve  for  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  died  Monday  in  Salt  Lake  City 
of  a  heart  attack. 

Mr.  Smith  had  been  a  representative  to  the 
Spanish  Fork  Region  including  Kolob,  Nebo, 
Palmyra,  Santaquin-Tintic,  Spanish  Fork  and 
Springville  stakes. 

He  had  been  a  member  of  the  YMMIA 
General  Board  from  1955  until  1958  when  he 
was  named  president  of  the  Bountiful  Stake. 

A  former  bishop  of  the  Wilshire  Ward,  Los 
Angeles  Stake,  he  was  also  a  member  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Stake  High  Council. 

Mr.  Smith  was  engaged  in  business  in  Califor- 
nia for  a  number  of  years,  and  since  had  been  employed  as  a  buyer  for 
ZCMI  Department  Store. 

He  was  a  director  of  the  South  Davis  Community  Hospital  and  was 
on  the  executive  board  of  the  Deseret  Gym. 

He  played  basketball  for  the  University  of  Utah  while  a  student  there 
in  1931  and  1932. 

He  fulfilled  a  mission  to  "South  Africa  from  1932-35"  where  he  served 
as  mission  secretary  and  president  of  the  Cape  District. 

Born  Sept.  24,  1912  in  Farmington,  Utah,  he  was  a  son  of  Nicholas 
G.  and  Florence  Gay  Smith. 

He  is  survived  by  his  son,  Stanford  Stoddard  Smith,  who  also  ful- 
filled a  mission  to  South  Africa  from  1964-66. 

Many  members  of  the  Church  in  South  Africa  will  remember  Stan- 
ford Groesbeck  Smith  as  an  outstanding  missionary,  a  hero  of  the  base- 
ball diamond,  and  a  great  power  for  good  in  spreading  the  Gosoel.  The 
C.S.M.  pays  tribute  to  a  great  man  and  great  Church  Leader.

THE  PROPHET 


I  Chron.  12:32.  "Man  that  had  understanding  of  the  times,  to  know 
what  Israel  ought  to  do." 

Here  is  a  gem  verse  in  what  appears  at  first  to  be  rather  a  barren 
field. 

These  men  of  the  tribe  of  Issachar  were  true  prophets,  because  they 
were  men  of  prophetic  insight.  It  takes  no  prophet  to  tell  men  what  they 
want  to  do.  But  it  takes  wisdom  and  courage  to  tell  them  what  they  ought 
to  do.  Back  of  the  "ought"  must  lie  the  knowledge. 

We  have  many  men  of  deep  commercial  insight,  and  a  few  men  of 
deep  political  insight,  telling  the  people  what  they  ought  to  do.  We  do 
not  have  so  many  men  of  deep  moral  insight. 

The  most  desperate  need  of  the  world  in  all  ages  has  been  for  men 
of  proDhetic  wisdom,  who  could  translate  the  writing  of  the  hand  upon 
the  wall. 

No  century  and  no  decade  has  been  without  its  prophetic  signs.  Our 
lack  was  that  we  were  often  without  men  to  interpret  them. 

"Master,  we  would  see  a  sign  from  Thee,"  was  the  insistent  demand 
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of  those  too  blind  to  read  the  signs  themselves.  They  could  read  the 
weither  with  fair  accuracy,  but  they  could  not  read  anything  in  the  life 
and  words  of  Jesus. 

The  sign  which  He  gave  them,  the  sign  of  Jonas,  of  the  Resurrection, 
of  the  living  Christ,  they  were  powerless  to  interpret.  We  need  not  more 
signs,  but  more  spiritual  vision  to  read  the  signs. 

Have  we,  then,  no  moral  insight  to  observe  the  drift  of  national  life 
in  other  countries  as  well  as  our  own?  Do  we  not  see  how  surely  certain 
moral  causes  produce  certain  moral  results,  whatever  the  nation  or  the  age? 

Are  we  too  blind  to  see  that  God  is  still  on  His  throne,  and  that  no 
injustice  or  wrong  escapes  His  eye,  no  cry  of  hate  or  sorrow  escapes  His 
ear? 

While  you  see  the  danger,  do  you  also  see  the  cure?

Greatest  Year 
In  Temple  Work 
Noted  in  1967 


The  greatest  year  in  temple 
work  for  the  living  and  the  dead 
has  been  accomplished  in  1967. 

Temple  workers  in  13  temples  in 

the   United   States,   Canada,   Europe 

and  New  Zealand  have  performed  a  total  of  4,565,766  ordinances  during 

the  past  year.  These  ordinances  include  baptisms,  endowments,  ordinations 

and  sealings. 

According  to  figures  released  by  temple  presidents,  the  grand  total  for 
all  the  temples,  since  temple  work  began  will  pass  the  100,000,000  mark 
in  1968.  Work  of  the  past  year  brought  the  grand  total  in  temple  work  to 
97,364,316. 

Temple  work,  which  started  under  difficulties  in  the  Kirtland  and 
Nauvoo  Temples  during  the  days  of  persecution,  was  not  forgotten  by  the 
Pioneers,  who  turned  their  attention  to  building  temples  as  major  projects 
after  crossing  the  plains  and  establishing  themselves  in  the  valleys  of  the 
mountains. 

The  surge  of  genealogical  work  throughout  the  Church  has  prepared 
millions  of  npmes  for  temple  work.  This  important  research  goes  forward 
in  keening  with  the  upward  trend  of  temple  work. 

Figures  released  by  President  Howard  S.  McDonald  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple  show  the  totals  of  work  done  in  each  temple  during  the  past 
year. 

The  Salt  Lake  Temple's  ordinances  for  living  and  the  dead  in  1967 
total  1,615,788  or  35.3  per  cent  of  all  such  ordinances  done  throughout 
the  Church.

On  a  warm  summer  evening  you  can  hear  the  automobiles  whizzing 
along  the  wonderful  New  York  Thruway  hour  after  hour  at  upwards  of 
sixty  five  miles  an  hour  with  never  a  slowdown  until  they  approach  Exit 
43.  On  the  exit  road  they  join  other  cars,  their  lights  dim  in  the  luxuriant 
dusk  of  New  York  State's  beautiful  Finger  Lakes,  pointing  in  from  places 
with  tongue-twisting  names,  some  Indian  and  some  Dutch  —  Canandaigua, 
Skaneateles,  Niagara,  Tonawanda,  Schenectady,  Oneida.  These  are  the  sorts 
of  words  Europeans  love  to  roll  off  their  tongues  as  a  mixture  of  the  very 
strange  and  the  very  familiar,  an  essence  of  America. 

The  cars  follow  asphalt  successors  to  trails  that  the  Mohawks  once 
prowled,  and  when  the  sky  grows  deeper  and  the  car  lights  seem  brighter 
in  vieing  with  the  flashing  fireflies,  it  is  clear  that  the  immense  traffic  is 
converging  on  a  field  just  outside  the  small  town  of  Palmyra.  The  beams 
from  powerful  flashlights  dart  across  the  road  and  onto  the  field  where 
cars,  thousands  of  cars,  are  parked  in  orderly  rows.  Then  the  sun  finally 
sinks  into  the  red  and  pink  afterglow  of  the  west,  and  all  eyes  are  raised 
to  the  top  of  Hill  Cumorah,  to  the  east,  where  suddenly  appear  four  white- 
robed  trumpeters  to  sound  their  call. 

It  is  the  start  of  the  Hill  Cumorah  pageant  called  "America's  Witness 
for  Christ,"  an  annual  presentation  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-dny  Saints.  The  New  York  Times  has  called  it  the  "most  elaborate 
religious  pageant  in  the  world."  Time  magazine  says  it  is  ".  .  .  put  together 
with  the  highest  professional  polish." 

Usually  held  for  five  or  six  nights  at  the  end  of  July  and  the  begin- 
ning of  August,  the  pageant  draws  crowds  estimated  as  high  as  200,000 
(though  the  Mormons,  with  characteristic  modesty,  never  claim  more  than 
100,000).  People  come  not  only  from  the  surrounding  countryside  and 
towns  and  cities,  but  from  almost  every  state  in  the  union,  and  a  few 
foreign  countries  too. 

As  the  echo  of  the  trumpets  fades,  we  learn  that  early  in  the  nine- 
teenth century  a  farm  boy  named  Joseph  Smith  lived  nearby.  Students 
of  American  history  know  the  atmosphere  of  the  times.  A  whole  people 
were  free,  for  one  of  the  first  times  in  human  history,  to  seek  and  prac- 
tice religious  experiences  as  they  would.  This  led  to  a  livelv  competition 
among  manv  church  sects  and  families  found  themselves  pulling  one  direc- 
tion or  another  in  a  way  and  with  a  force  hard  to  imagine  today.  The 
Smith  family  was  caueht  in  these  tuggings  and  it  naturally  made  a  deep 
impression  on  young  Joseph. 

The  pageant  —  with  a  cast  of  some  four  hundred,  aided  by  a  large 
stage  crew  and  possibly  the  most  advanced  stereophonic  sound  equipment 
to  be  found  anvwhere  —  Presents  on  five  maior  and  twenty  minor  stages 
dotted  around  the  slope  of  Hill  Cumorah  what  Joseph  Smith  learned  as 
a  result  of  his  prayers  for  guidance. 

The  preceding  article  is  an  excerpt  from  the  fascinating  new  book,

shalt  not  consent  unto  him,  nor  hearken  unto  him;  neither  shalt  thine  eye 
pity  him,  neither  shalt  thou  spare,  neither  shalt  thou  conceal  him: 

"But  thou  shalt  surely  kill  him;  thine  hand  shall  be  first  upon  him 
to  put  him  to  death,  and  afterwards  the  hand  of  all  the  people. 

"And  thou  shalt  stone  him  with  stones,  that  he  die;  because  he  hath 
sought  to  thrust  thee  away  from  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  brought  thee 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  the  house  of  bondage.  (Deut.  13:6-10) 

"Here  then,  it  is  stated,  that  if  brother,  son,  wife  or  any  one,  wish  to 
lead  thee  from  God,  thou  shalt  destroy  them;  and  why?  Because  in  for- 
saking God,  they  lose  sight  of  their  eternal  existence,  corrupt  themselves, 
and  entail  misery  on  their  posterity.  Hence  it  was  better  to  destroy  a  few 
individuals,  than  to  entail  misery  on  many.  And  hence  the  inhabitants  of 
the  old  world  and  of  the  cities  of  Sodom  and  Gommorrah  were  destroyed, 
because  it  was  better  for  them  to  die,  and  thus  be  deprived  of  their  agency, 
which  they  abused,  than  entail  so  much  misery  on  their  posterity,  and 
bring  ruin  upon  millions  of  unborn  persons."

And  the  spirit  of  pageant  came  separately  to  some  who  arose  early  in 
the  mornings  before  the  others  and  went  into  the  grove  unseen.  But  to 
all  of  us,  it  climaxed  as  the  "green"  ones  and  the  timid  ones  of  our  group 
circulated  among  the  thousands  who  flocked  each  night  to  view  the 
pageant.  Armed  with  our  message,  pamphlets,  and  a  smile,  we  went  in 
pairs  before  the  beginning  of  each  performance,  talking  with  members 
of  our  vast  audience  who  represented  many  creeds  and  faiths;  and  to  them 
we  bore  serious  testimony  to  the  truthfulness  of  "America's  Witness  for 
Christ." 

Once  again,  hundreds  of  Latter-day  Saints  will  cross  two-thirds  of  the 
American  continent,  carrying  tons  of  equipment  to  Hill  Cumorah  to  appear 
in  the  colorful  biblical  and  pre-Columban  Indian  costumes  to  act  out  their 
parts  on  five  major  stages  and  twenty  secondary  stages  on  the  vast  hillside. 
This  year  will  bring  new  technical  advancements,  and  the  production  will 
be  greatly  enhanced  by  additional  lighting  equipment,  new  costumes,  and 
new  set  designs. 

Varicolored  spotlights  will  pierce  the  darkness;  lightning  will  flash; 
peals  of  thunder  and  reverberations  of  earthquakes  will  rend  the  air; 
music  and  speech  will  resound  over  the  countryside  for  four  nights.  Three 
channel  stereophonic  sound,  enormous  in  volume,  will  carry  the  music  of 
the  Utah  Symphony  Orchestra,  three  choirs  from  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity, and  the  Tabernacle  organ.  And  once  again,  for  the  thirtieth  con- 
secutive year  since  the  pageant  started,  the  production  will  be  under  the 
skilled  direction  of  Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen,  chairman  of  the  department  of 
speech  and  dramatic  arts  at  BYU.  The  musical  score  of  the  pageant  is 
composed  by  Dr.  Crawford  Gates,  distinguished  American  composer  and 
chairman  of  the  BYU  music  denartment. 

The  cast  of  hundreds  of  LDS  young  men  and  women  will  dramatize 
the  words  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  which  through  divine  guidance  was 
engraved  on  gold  plates  and  buried  at  the  summit  of  Hill  Cumorah, 
where  in  the  year  1823,  the  ancient  record  was  revealed  to  the  young 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  who  later  translated  it  by  the  "gift  and  power  of 
God." 

The  great  "Mormon  Pageant,"  acclaimed  as  "America's  largest  religious 
spectacle,"  serves  as  the  Church's  greatest  mass  missionary  endeavour.  And 
all  who  enter  into  the  spirit  of  pageant  will  continue  to  carry  it  wherever 
they  go.
